A CORRESPONDENT ANSWERED. 



The following series of questions 
has been propounded by a gentleman 
interested in the cause of deaf-mute 
education. It would be a Herculean, 
if not an impossible task to give satis- 
factory answers to all of them. Never- 
theless, we present an unbiassed and 
carefully studied opinion, feeling that 
so far as our judgment and knowledge 
of the subject extends, we bat express 
the views of those who have made 
deaf mute education a life study, and 
bave left no system untried or no me- 1 
thod untested that offered a reason- 
able hope of being beneficial to the 
deaf and dumb. 

Do the German Institutions for the education 
of the deaf teach articulation and lip-reading to 
the entire exclusion of the -ign and manual 
lanxns^e ? If »o, how long have they done *o, 
and what i* the measure of their success ? 

They teach articulation only, and 
taboo signs; but the pupils of these 
schools, somehow or other, get a 
smattering of natural signs, in spite of 
all precautions taken to prevent it. 

In regard to their success in giving 
to their pupils the ability to use spok 
en language and understand the lips of 
persons speaking to them, MoritzHill, 
the acknowledged authority upon all 
that pertains to that system, says 
that out of a hundred pupils, eleven 
can converse readily with strangers on 
ordinary subjects, but a much greater 
number can, on leaving school, con- 
verse on commonplace subjects with 
their teachers, family, and intimate 
friends.

those coming under them. 

Doe* a knowledge of the sign and manual 
language interfere with the acquisition of the 
articulation and lip-reading method, or does it 
help the latter 1 

Perhaps, for the early years, the pu- 
pils whose time and attention are whol- 
ly occupied in acquiring an ability to 
speak and read the lips, will show a 
greater proficiency in the use of some 
few everyday phrases, but the devel- 
opment of the mind and the increased 
fund of general information that can 
be imparled by the correct use of the 
sign language, will enable those that 
are in contact with it, to in after years 
outstrip the pupils who have been 
under an exclusive system. 

Which language or method is most favorable 
to tbe acquisition of a finished education ? 

The more a man knows the better 
be can add to that be knows, and this 
is doubly true in the case of the deaf 
mute, who, without the use of signs, 
would necessarily be shut out from 
acquiring general knowledge during 
the early years of bis attendance at 
school. 

Are those pupils, who are taught articulation 
and lip reading to the entire exclusion of tlgn 
and manual language apt to relapse in that 
language after leaving school ? 

AH deaf people tend to the use of 
the sign-language, and it is a positive 
fact that the warmest supporters of 
deaf-mute societies, under whose au- 
spices are given lectures, etc., by the 
use of signs, come not from tbe 
graduates of the institutions using 
the combined system, but from those 
using an exclusive system — i.e., ar- 
ticulation only. 

How many systems are there of teaching ar- 
ticulation and lip-reading? The Bell system, and 
I s ? And what constitutes the difference ? 
Which i* generally considered the best ? 

Every teacher of articulation has 
what may be called his own system ; 
but based, of course, on the broad prin- 
ciples which govern elocution. Bell's 
system of phonic analysis is perhaps 
the most complete and philosophic, 
but it is not generally used, as such, in 
the instruction of the deaf, although 
most of tbe prominent teachers of 
speech to the deaf, acquired their 
knowledge of vocal and sound analysis 
from him. 

How much per capita does the State of New 
York pay per annum to its various Institutions 
for the education of its deaf children 'I 

Two hundred and fifty dollars.

Doe* that system prove more conducive to 
the cause of education than tbe more ommon 
one of having a single State Institution ? 



It would doubtless be better for 
both state and pupil, were they till 
under the control of a long established 
Institution, whose officers and (each 
ers, from experience, best understand 
ibe necessities of tbe deaf. 

Does it protect the school from tbe baneful 
influence of polities? Does it prove more expen- 
sive ? If so, now much more.

How long 
has this Combined System been adopted by pro- 
minent sad lead in g In-titutions, and what ha* 
been the measure of iUsucoees? 

In regard to tbe success of the Com- 
bined System of instruction, it ranst 
be borne in mind that tbe so called 
German System is used with the best 
25 j of deaf-mutes, and those 

of the remaining 75 per cent are either 
refused admittance or referred to Insti- 
tutions using the combined or sign sy- 
stems. Tbe Combined Institutions of 
America reject none. The measure of 
its success is as great as that of the 
schools and institutions for tbe educa 
of the bearing. Tbe foundation 
, wbiefa tin- systems rest art- iden 
tic*), and their successes can be mea- 



The schools of this State, while 
receiving a per capita allowance from 
the .State Educational Fund, are not 
subject to the " baneful influence of 
politics." They are charitable corpora 
tions, governed by boards of directors, 
which are composed of men prominent 
for benevolent work, and under whose 
wise care and direction, the institu- 
tions have reached an enviable promi 
nencc. Three of the seven institutions 
may be said to be offshoots of the old 
New York Institution, which is tbe 
second oldest institution in America. 
One of tbe directors of this Institution 
being a director of three of tbe other 
institutions in this Slate. 

The question of expense is a diffi- 
cult one to decide, as each of the in- 
stitutions manage to keep within the 
limited allowance per pupil. Yet, we 
tbink that it offers more advantages 
to the deaf-mutes to be educaled in a 
single Institution, as tbe expense of 
management is smaller, and the pupils 
thereby receive a larger percentage of 
the gross appropriation for the en- 
hancement cf their educational facili- 
ties. But, on tbe otber hand, it is 
claimed by some of tbe prominent 
[members of tbe profession that no 
school should munber over three 
hundred and fifty. 

Our time and space, as well as 
onr fond of information, tfl too limit- 
ed to admit of more extended replies 
to the several questions, which, 
in themselves, cover almost every 
phase of one of tbe most intricate 
pbilologic and philosophic problems 
Ibat has taxed tbe intellectnal pee 
of learned and earnest men. The 
science which devises practical me 
mods for inculcating knowledge to 
I hose whose ears are closed to all 
sound, is constantly being enlarged 
and improved, but tbe grand dentil 
turn of absolute perfection has never, 
and can never be reached. Genera- 
tions hence will undoubtedly see 
something newer and better ad'] 
to tbe circumstances that may t 



exist, but, with tbe science of deaf- 
mute education as with all other 
knowledge, "Veil after veil will lift — 
there still must be veil upon veil be- 
hind."
